Diplomatic observers in W ash­ 
ington are now convinced that the 
air chiefs have succeeded in per­ 
suading the Anglo-American high 
command to let them have the 
Summer months for their experi­ 
ment before risking heavy casual­ 
ties in a m ajor land assault on 
H itler's European fortress. 
The Anglo-American strategic 
bombing plan is based on daylight 
precision 
bombing by 
American 
Flying Fortresses and Liberators,

night “saturation” raids

hundreds of British heavy bomb­ 
ers. 
The 
American 
method 
is to 
strike at the most vital parts of 
Germany’s war machine, hitting 
specific 
targets such as 
power 
plants, machine shops and oil re­ 
fineries. The British method is to 
blanket German war 
production 
dci^/jrs with. high explosives, de­ 
moralizing the civilian population 
as well as wrecking the factories. 
F irst 
phase of the 
strategic 
bombing plan involved compara­ 
tively short flights by the Ameri­ 
can planes aimed at crippling Ger­ 
man air power by attacks on air­ 
craft plants, airfields and enemy 
planes. 
The 
Flying Fortresses* 
initial 
attack on the Ruhr industrial area 
Tuesday is believed to have m ark­ 
ed 
the beginning of the 
second 
phase of the plan, which calls for 
deeper penetration into German 
territory to attack the heavier in­ 
dustries. 
The 
third phase involves 
the 
precision destruction of the heart 
of Germany’s war production. It is 
during this period of the aerial of­ 
fensive 
that the American 
and 
British air chiefs believe the first 
signs of collapse will begin to ap­ 
pear on the German front lines. 
This 
phase is 
expected to 
be 
reached in Germany by Autumn, 
when the strength of the raids will 
be three to four times as great as 
at present. 
Final 
stage 
of 
the 
strategic 
bombing plan is the preliminary to 
actual 
invasion. 
It 
Involves 
a 
cleaning-up process, with destruc­ 
tion 
of German 
communication 
lines; new Nazi airfields and other 
key centers. 
By this time, the air chiefs be­ 
lieve they will have succeeded in 
making a hollow shell out of the 
Nazi war machine. When the land 
invasion starts, the Allied air for- 
, ces will then act as cover for the 
troops to intercept the Luftwaffe, 
and to prevent supplies and rein­ 
forcements from being brought up 
to the enemy front lines.

Properties Taken Away And 
Union Dictates Terms, 
Burke Declares 


WASHINGTON, June 24—Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt’s proposed plan to 
halt further w-ork stoppages by 
drafting into the arm y strikers in 
government-operated 
plants 
or 
mines today was widely viewed as 
a substitute for the Smith-Con- 
nally anti-strike bill and an indi­ 
cation that he w’ould veto the dras­ 
tic measure. 
The new government “w’ork” or­ 
der outlined by the President gave 
the nation’s coal miners the choice 
of digging coal as civilians or in 
uniform and supplanted the four- 
month truce In the coal fields or­ 
dered by John L. Lewis’ UMW 
policy committee. 
The President, breaking a long 
silence 
on the paralyzing 
third 
coal strike which cost the nation 
more than 6,000,000 tons of fuel, 
also revealed that the mines “for 
th e time betag” will continue th 
be 
operated 
under 
government 
management by coal Czar Harold 
L. Ickes. 
The chief executive’s statem ent 
came 
less than 
24 hours 
after 
Lewns's UMW policy committee di­ 
rected 540,000 miners to return to 
work until October 31, on condi­ 
tion th at the government retain 
control of the mines. Full scale 
production was anticipated today. 
May Lift Draft Age 
Mr. Roosevelt said th at since 
the draft law prevented induction 
of men above 45 into the armed 
services, he w’ouid ask congress to 
raise the age limit for non-combat 
m ilitary services to 65 years. 
“I shall m ake th a t request of 
the congress so that if a t any time 
in the future there should be a 
threat of interruption of work in

Points W ay to Change Bad Food Habits 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
THE OTHER day in this col­ 
umn I gave room to the outburst 
of my old friend, Dr. Adrian 
Gibbs, on food habits. It was to 
the effect that durirg the present

boards and get consideration for 
their disabilities in food points, a 
man who, like himself, had been 
eating meat and potatoes for 60 
years should have some considera­ 
tion also. 
I do not think he was entirely 
serious, but I find that the Na­ 
tional Research Council has an­ 
ticipated him and has appointed 
a Committee on Food Habits. In 
the course of Ute last two years 
this committee has been develop­ 
ing a systematic approach to the 
problem of food habits in Ameri­ 
can culture and the methods which 
may be used to change those hab­ 
its in times of crisis, such as these. 
That so eminent a body should 
take cognizance of such ideas, in­ 
dicates that probably they do have 
some bearing on the adjustments 
and 
especially 
the 
maladjust­ 
ments, that are being made during 
the emergency. 
Some tentative results of the re­ 
search have been published. In in­ 
terviewing a number of Americans 
and foreigners and comparing 
their food habits, it is evident that 
the American attitude has been 
greatly influenced by the fact that 
we have alway* had more than an 
abundance of food of all kinds, 
whereas the European, even in 
times that could not be described 
as those of economic depression 
has had to make adjustments in 
ordinary food habits by the pres­ 
sure of necessity and limits of sup­ 
ply. 
The American attitude is that 
if you eat enough food that is good 
for you (whether you like it or 
not), you are then permitted to 
eat a good deal of food that you 
like, although it may not be theo­ 
retically good for you. 
This psychological attitude is 
evidenced by the fairly well in­ 


grained reactions of the ordinary 
cook, housewife and mother. For 
instance, men and children are 
supposed not to like vegetables. It 
is woman’s responsibility to see 
that the family eats vegetables, by 
coercing the children, cajoling the 
men, by camouflaging the disliked 
vegetables in different ways, with 
sweets and desserts used as re­ 
wards. 
A group of American mothers 
frankly don’t understand how they 
could get the children to eat what 
is supposed to be good for them 
without bribes, and yet in many 
areas of the world—in highly cul­ 
tured areas—it i* not the habit to 
have desserts as part of the meal 
at all. This American attitude, aa 
conditioned by the mother’s coer­ 
cion, has resulted in a state of 
mind whereby the growing boy can 
express his rebellion against par­ 
ental control by revolting against 
certain foods. 
These and other results may ap­ 
pear somewhat fantastic and su­ 
per-psychological and yet it seems 
to me that they have a good deal of 
sound basis. The one lesson is that 
children should be encouraged to 
eat a* great a variety of foods as 
possible and there should be estab­ 
lished early in life a real liking for 
a variety of foods. I can only say 
for myself at the present moment 
that one of the faults of my up­ 
bringing is being presented in 
glaring clarity to me.

CULTIVATION OF the garden 
to many Victory gardeners mere­ 
ly means destroying the weed 
growth, but cultivation actually 
has another very important func­ 
tion, namely, th at of establishing 
a dust mulch on the soil surface. 
This dust mulch is of great im­ 
portance in conserving moisture 
In the soiL 


As illustrated in the accom­ 
panying Garden-Graph, the dust 
mulch does not completely stop 
evaporation, it retards it to such 
a degree that the roots of plants 
are able to utilize more moisture 
.than they would otherwise. 


The mulching of plants is an­ 
other method of holding moisture 
in the soil, especially during warm 


weather. Almost anything In the 
form of vegetation or manure will 
serve as mulching m aterial 
The most effective way to apply 
mulch is to scratch up the soil so 
that it is loose around each plant 
and thus forms a dust mulch. 
Then place the vegetative mulch­ 
ing material around each plant, 
as illustrated, or along the row. 
Many gardeners make a saucer­ 
shaped repression around each 
plant into which they place the 
mulching material. 
Use enough mulch to make a 
good collar around each plant If 
the 
mulch 
shrinks 
or 
decays 
away, or if the increased size of 
the growing plant indicates the 
need of a larger collar, add more 
mulching material.
